WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 
dent Johnson appealed anew to 
capital and labor today to keep 
wage and price rises “within 
reasonable bounds.” 
At a news conference held in 
his office and carried to the na­ 
tion by radio the President said: 
“ I recognize that problems are 
bound to arise in a period of full 
employment.” 
He said that since 1960, prices 
hav e risen 10 per cent, wages 17 


per cent and profits 8 3 per cent. 
“ We want to keep them all as 
stable as possible,” he said. 
Restraint 
And he added “we are hoping 
we can appeal” for restraint, 
both to those who set wage de­ 
mands and those who set prices. 
Johnson said the inflationary 
rise has been much less than in 
some other countries. He assert­ 
ed that recently he was talking 
to “ the distinguished leader” of 


Wa g es, Prices Within 


an unnamed country who ex­ 
pressed the wish that he could 
keep inflation in his country 
down to the lev els of the United 
States. 
He noted that he has ordered 
an inq uiry into the rise in m edi­ 
cal costs, including doctors’ and 
hospital bills. These, according 
to the Labor Departm ent, hav e 
gone up 3.4 per cent in the past 
six months. 
The President also expressed 


concern ov er rising transporta­ 
tion costs. 
With respect to inflation in 
general, Johnson said he can 
prov ide m ore information after 
he sees w'hat Congress does with 
remaining appropriation bills — 
“ w hether they cut our budget or 
add to our budget.” 
The q uestioning also ranged 
into politics, beginning with a 
req uest for his estim ate of the 
“ political perspicacity” of for­ 


m er Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon.

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) -The plunge 
of the stock market has been 
called a crisis in investor confi­ 
dence. The drop of the Dow-Jones 
Industrial average below the 800 
mark could be a psychological 
setback. 
That’s 
because 
stock 
market watchers—whether share­ 
owners or not—put faith in these 
neat round numbers. 
It does little good to tell the 
general public that Monday’s 
drop of 12.59 points in the index 
of 30 leading industrial stock is 
not an average drop of $12.59 
per share by any means, but 
less than $1.25. Nor will the pub­ 
lic turn to other indexes tailored 
to come closer to actual dollar 
values 
in 
recording 
upswings 
and downturns. 
Close to 1.000 
What the public notes is that 
just six months ago the Dow 
industrial was pushing close to 
a fantastic figure of 1,000 and 
has now dropped more than 200 
points — somewhat mysteriously, 
since 
business 
statistics 
con­ 
tinue to climb. The long flirta­ 
tion of the Dow industrials with 
the 800 mark — first on the up­ 


tick in the earlier years, and 
now on the downswing — cap­ 
tured public fancy. 


It was Feb. 28, 19 6 4, that the 
Dow 
industrial 
index 
finally 
closed above the 800 mark for 
the first time, after repeated 
near-misses. And from then un­ 
til this spring the bulls h a d 
things pretty much their way 
with the Dow going to 9 9 5.15 on 
Feb. 
9 this year. But they 
couldn’t push the Dow to the 
mystic 1,000 point, despite gen­ 
eral pubic expectation. And the 
bears have finally shoved it be­

URBAN A — A recent report 
from the University of Illinois 
College of Veterinary Medicine 
shows that the number of con­ 
firmed cases of rabies in Illinois 
has doubled in the past four 
years. In 1965 there were 316 
confirmed 
cases 
of 
rabies 
in 
animals. 


Rabies 
is 
usually 
associated 
with the “dog days” of August. 
However, U. of I. extension vet­ 
erinarian Neil Becker says that 
rabies is a problem throughout 
the year. The greatest number of 
cases reported in 1965 occurred 
during March, April, July and 
August. 
Adams, Vermilion, Champaign. 
Marion, Jefferson. Clinton. Mc- 
I^ean and Pike counties reported 
the most cases. Some of these 
counties supported skunk control 
and trapping programs that con­ 


tributed 
to the high number of 
reported rabies cases. 


Skunks again topped the list of 


rabies carriers last year, with 
157 positive cases reported. Dogs 
rated only fourth, with 19 re­ 
ported cases. The report noted 
the growing concern about cats 
as rabies carriers. Last year 80 
cases of rabies in cats were con­ 
firmed. Other important carriers 
were cattle with 24 cases, bats 
with 13 and foxes with 11. 


On a national basis there was 
nearly a 70 per cent increase in 
fox rabies, but less than a 10 
per cent increase in dog rabies— 
an all-time low. Rabies in dogs 
has generally been well controlled 
i in the city by required vaccina­ 
tion. licensing and confinement 
regulations. The marked increase 
in positive cases of cat rabies has 
| prompted many health officials 
to recommend similar vaccina­ 
tion and confinement of pet cats. 


Most rabies is transmitted by 
bite, because the rabies virus is 
located in the salivary glands. 
Veterinarian 
Becker 
says 
that 
bite injects the virus along with 
the saliva into the wound. The 
virus travels up the nerves but 
does not cause an y damage until 


it reaches the spinal cord and 
brain. 
Then 
w*e 
see 
characteristic 
rabies signs, such as madness, 
incoordination and paralysis of 
the mouth that prevents the ani­ 
mal from swallowing. Complete 
paralysis occurs soon afterwards, 
and the animal dies. 
Becker gives these suggestions 
to pet owners and parents: Have 
your 
pet cat 
vaccinated, 
and 
keep it confined to your home 
and yard. Caution your children 
not to play with stray cats or 
dogs. Tell them not to try to 
catch wild animals. Report to the 
police or local health authorities 
all cases in which animals bite 
people or children. 
If you or your clr-d is bitten 
by an animal, contact your fam­ 
ily doctor immediately. Confine 
the animal if possible, but try 
not to kill it. The series of shots 
for people bitten by suspected 
rabid animals no longer causes 
many of the former side effects, 
because improved vaccines have 
been developed.
